The speak 
et bad been surprised to learn tbat the refiner 
berb dispose of very little oil for home consump- 
tion, but manofaetare for a borne .market. The 
reaeou why our ruftoera wore compelled to sent 
their products abroad waa that Iho market a 
home was overstocked with oil upon which no 
tax bad been paid aud which waa manufacture! 
by dishonest dealers. It was* necessary to col 
lecl taxes, and Ibe speaker waa not snre tbat ol 
should be one of Ibe articles exempted. Congress 
woald not take the advice of Ibe gentlemen who 
proposed tbat all tbe taxes should be taken off 
and the debts paid out of the Treasury. Tha ex- 
penditure. or the Aovernment bad been greatly 
reduced within the peat few months, and tbe taxes

Tbe Great Storm. 


The winter ol 1887-8 will be a remarkable on* 


In tbe weather calendar. A continuous recur- 
rence of snow-storms, wllh the mercnry oltcn at 
zero and below, wllh uninterrupted sleighing 
since almost the flrst snow, has made a winter 
more like the old-time fashion than bas been wlt- 
ncmed for many yeara. 


On Sunday, March 1, 1808, commenced In Ibis 


locality tbe greatest snow-storm of this season, 
und the severest iu many iwpects known for 
years. The storm citended from beyond tbe 
Missouri River In a belt ranging from tho s«uth 
half of Oakotah to Kansas, andieasterly over|the 
States of Nebrsska, Kansas, Missouri, Iowa, Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, Illinois, Indian.1, Ohio, Mich- 
igan, the Canadas, Wcslern Pennsylvania, New 
York, and tbe New England Stale*. South of 
Ihe line of 41 degrees this storm was accompa- 
nied by rain, and In some places by a slight 
sprinkle ol snow. North of Ibat Hue Ibcre was 
no rain, but a fall of snow almost unprecedented 
st sny time, but never equalled as late In the sea- 
son as March. This depth of snow, rendered 
more obstructive to traveling because of Its drill- 
ing, und Its close massing under tbe force ol a 
most Inrloua wind, nxleoded as far eaatward, 
north ol iho line of tbe" Pittsburgh * Fort Wayne 
Railway, as Mew England. It waa particularly 
severe In Michigan, Western New Tork, and 
Pennsylvania. The storm has been as remarka- 
ble for the lore* of Its wind as for the volume of 
rain or depth ol snow. Railroad travel bas been 
.impeded In every section,and nntll yesterday 
regular connecllona had (ailed on all of tbe prin- 
cipal lines of travel, while on many lateral routes 
the embargo was still In force. But the sndden 
moderation of Wednesday and Thursday, conpled 
wllh ihe heavy rain-atorm of Thursday nl?hl, and 
which continued throughout yeatcriay, seems 
Indicative of a tremendous and devastating 
freihet; and w« may sipect soon U> bear of dam- 
aging results from various sections If Ihe stora 
should continue another twenli-fonr hours.

CMMWrnoIwys: The several'branches of Ibe 
trade were ably represented, snd the Conven- 
tion was not lacking either In numbers or Intelli- 
gence. The main object seems M be to combine 
ihe several Interest* of the reflner, the producer, 
the dealer and the exporter In oppoaition to any 
tax whatever npon petroleum or it* prodncta. The 
broad ground la taken that petroleum Is a neces- 
sary article ol We, and net a luEnry, and that If 
laxed at all. It sbould be taxed in the same ratio 
as other useful articles. Bnt tbs Conventien goes 
even Inrtber than this. It declared that any tax- 
ation npon oil, however small, lends to cripple 
Ihe business, and operate against Ihe domestic 
manufacturer, and In favor of Iho loreign compe- 
titor. Th* determination I* expressed to labor 
Eealously and persistently until all taxation npon 
petroleum is abolished. With Ibis okjec: In view, 
the Convention took measures for the formation 
ol * national orgsnteatlon.

Owing to a 
mistake in giving the alarm, and to the obstruct- 
ed condition of the streets, there was somo delay 
n getting the Are department to Ihe scene of 
action, and the contents of the bnlldltfg~belng 
very combustible, Ibe 8 uues soon gained auch 
headway as to render tbu destruction ot the 
Museum, and most of ita contents, curtain.— 
Ibont lorty persons, employed about the bulld- 
og, Were lodging iu an upper story. All ol 
hese, Including, the giantess, the glints, the fat 
woman, Ihc fat boy, tho Albinos, He., do , were 
oriunately rescued.
